A sad accident occurred on the Wa

ihaffer was a married man, his wife 
laving been employed at the Drake 
Efouse at one time as dining-room 
prl. He has not resided here long, 
iut was very well known among tbe 
railroad boys. A brother of his also 
resides here and is employed on the 
railroad. The wife of the unfortu- 
nate young man was deeply affected 
upon learning of the death of her 
busband. When they came to this 
city a short time ago, she went to 
work like a true woman, hoping to 
earn her share of money necessary to 
•o to house-beeping as the couple ex 
nected to do when Shaffer received 
bis pay. The body was taken to Tip 
or, Ind., last night, accompanied by 
bo sorrowing wife and brother.
